been  provided  and  should  prove  very  useful. 
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The  Milk:  supply  of  the  District  again 
proved  adequate.  Cleanliness  in  Milking  and 
handling  of  Milk  should  be  strictly  enforced. 

The  cowsheds  were  inspected  regularly 
and  alterations  suggested  where  necessary.

In  regard  to  Enteric  Fever  two  of  the  cases  were  of 
the  Paratyphoid  varity  and  occurred  on  a farm  in  the 
District.  Steps  were  at  once  taken  to  prevent 
contamination  of  Milk  and  these  with  the  willing 
co-operation  of  the  farmer  proved  successful. 

One  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculoses  and  one  case  of 
Non -pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  not  notified  before 
death. 

General  Nursing  school  work  and  midwifery  is  in 


the  hands  of  two  resident  Nurses. 
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During  the  year  118  cases  were  nursed  necessitating 
2533  visits.  Visits  to  Schools  44  Home  visits  to  school 
children  235.  Midwifery  cases  51.  Midwifery  Nursing  visits 
628.  Maternity  cases  attended  13.  Maternity  Nursing  visits 
188.  Pre-natal  visits  146.  Infant  health  visits  1354. 

Provision  for  Medical  and  Surgical  cases  has  been 
provided  by  Leeds  General  Infirmary,  Women  and  Childrens 
Hospital  Leeds  and  Cla,yton  Hospital  Wakefield.  Urgent 
cases  are  admitted  at  once  but  there  is  still  a prolonged 
waiting  period  for  other  cases  especially  at  Leeds.  Nine 
cases  in  all  were  removed  to  Ackton  Isolation  Hospital  a 
remarkably  low  number.  Urgent  need  for  a District 
Ambulance  still  exists. 

The  County  Laboratory , County  Hall , Wakefield  has 
again  been  extensively  utilised  and  proved  of  great  service. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  notified  in  the  District 
was  44.  Five  were  transferred  to  other  districts  and  13 
were  transferred  from  other  districts  making  a net  total  of 
52.  (27  males  25  females)  and  a death  rate  of  9*8  as  compared 
with  9*3  for  the  previous  year.  The  death  rate  for  England 

and  Wales  for  1925  was  12*2. 

The  number  of  births  for  the  year  was  81.  41  males 

40  females  including  1 illegitimate,  making  a birth  rate  of 
15*2  as  compared  with  21*4  for  the  previous  year.  The  birth 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1925  was  18*3. 

There  were  7 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  AREA 

WATER  Obtained  from  Wakefield  Corporation.  Supply  has 
been  equal  to  demand  except  in  very  dry  seasons. 
Quality  good,  is  obtained  from  Moorland  and  has 
to  be  specially  treated  to  prevent  plumbo-solvent 
action.  Practically  all  the  houses  with  the 
exception  of  the  canal  Lock  Houses  are  supplied 
directly. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE,  are  generally  sufficient.  A 
loan  has  been  obtained  for  an  extension  of  the 
sewage  disposal  works  and  relaying  portion  of 
outfall  sewer. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.  Conversion  of  Privies  into 
Water  Closets  has  been  steadily  taking  place 
since  the  adoption  of  Sections  39  **  4-2  Public 
Health  Amendment  Act  1907. 

SCAVENGING.  The  District  is  well  scavenged  and  refuse 
deposited  on  farmers*  lands  and  tips. 

Ashbins  are  substituted  in  all  cases  where 
conversions  have  taken  place. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  AREA.  This  is  carried  out 
regularly  and  any  nuisances  are  dealt  with 
and  tabulated  in  the  Inspector's  yearly  Report. 

SCHOOLS.  Sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  are 
satisfactory.  The  Schools  are  visited  when 
infectious  diseases  arise  amongst  the  children 
and  if  other  measures  fail  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  infection,  the  schools  are  closed. 
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HOUSING.  A shortage  of  houses  has  existed  in  the 


District  hut  is  gradually  being  overcome  by 
the  Local  Authority  and  private  enterprise. 
Overcrowding  still  exists  in  some  houses, 
but  will  be  considerably  lessened  by  the 
provision  of  new  houses. 

Many  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  back 
to  back  and  too  small. 

A large  proportion  are  without  baths  and 
have  limited  kitchen  accommodation. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY  The  wholesomeness  of  the 
milk  produced  in  or  brought  into  the  area  has 
been  satisfactory. 

No  action  has  been  taken  with  regard  to 
tuberculor  milk  and  cattle. 

No  licenses  have  been  granted  for  the  sale  of 
milk  under  Special  Designations. 

No  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination.

Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report 
of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Sanitary  Department  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December  1925. 

NUISANCES : A large  number  of  nuisances  were  discovered 

and  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1924  there  were  two  unabated 

nuisances,  and  124  nuisances  were  found  in  1925,  making  a 

total  of  126.  Of  this  number,  123  were  abated,  leaving 

three  outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  following  summary  describes  the  nature  of  the 

nuisances  found:-  Choked  drains  35 

Defective  roofs  10 

Defective  drains  12 

Defective  spouting  5 

Untrapped  drains  6 

Miscellaneous  55. 

Most  of  the  nuisances  were  abated  without  having  to 
compel  the  abatement  by  legal  notice.  In  five  cases, 
however,  it  was  necessary  to  serve  statutory  notices,  all 
of  which  were  complied  with  without  further  action. 

PRIVIES : 115  privies  and  88  foul  privy  middens  have  been 


abolished,  and  124  water  closets,  together  with  the  necessary 
sanitary  bins,  provided  to  replace  the  same.

The  Council  contributing  to  the  cost  of  conversion  of 
privies  has  very  materially  increased  the  speeding  up  and 
getting  rid  of  the  obsolete,  foul  and  filthy  privy  middens, 
which  are  being  replaced  by  the  more  modern  and  sanitary 
water  closet,  which  should  have  far-reaching  effects  upon 
improving  the  health  of  the  district. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  privy  conversions, 
twelve  slop  water  closets  situate  at  corner  of  George  and 
York  Streets  have  been  abolished  and  the  ordinary  cottage 
W.C’ 8 provided  in  their  place.  The  removal  of  these  slop 
closets  will  get  rid  of  a nuisance  that  was  constantly 
recurring. 

COWSHEDS  - SLAUGHTER  HOUSES!? 

The  above  premises  are  frequently  visited.  The 
Slaughter  Houses  are  old.  ones,  and  consequently  of  only 
moderate  standard.  There  are  three  slaughter  houses  in 
regular  use,  and  one  slaughter  house  very  rarely  used. 

A number  of  the  Cowsheds  are  old  ones,  several  of  which 
have  been  improved  with  respect  to  light  and  ventilation 
during  the  last  two  years.  There  are  still  several  requiring 
improvement  in  this  direction,  and  the  attention  of  the  owners 
has  been  called  to  same. 

The  question  of  the  sale  of  GRADED  MILK,  TUBERCULIN  TESTED 
or  STERILISED  MILK  has  not  been  taken  up  by  any  of  the 
Cowkeepers  and  Dairymen  of  this  district.  The  Ministry  of 

Health  took  a very  important  forward  step  when  it  brought  out 
the  necessary  legislation  for  stimulating  the  sale  of  Graded 
Milk,  whereby  the  consumer  can  be  assured  that  he  is  getting 
a food  which  is  free  from  the  germs  of  disease.  The  produc- 

tion of  milk  of  this  standard,  of  course,  adds  to  its  cost, 
and  this  is  probably  the  cause  of  itsnot  being  taken  up  by  the 
consuming  public  in  this  area. 

The  production  of  clean  milk  throughout  this  country  is 
far  below  the  standard  that  should  obtain,  and  there  is  no  doubt 
but  that  the  attempt  to  give  a disease-germ-free  milk  is  the 
forerunner  of  further  legislation  in  the  near  future  for 
procuring  a cleaner  milk  supply.

SCAVENGING : 


The  whole  of  the  refuse  of  the  district  has  been  disposed 
of  by  tipping  upon  the  land. 

The  total  number  of  loads  removed  during  the  year  was 
3,046,  as  compared  with  3,004  loads  last  year.  Out  of  the 
3,046  loads  removed,  1,155  were  deposited  on  land  belonging 
to  farmers  and  others,  and  1,891  taken  to  Lock  Lane  Tip, 
as  compared  with  1,102  loads  on  land  and  1,902  to  tip  in 
the  previous  year. 

In  order  to  bring  about  a more  improved  method  of  house 
refuse  collection,  the  Council  decided  to  obtain  a Ford  Ton 
Lorry  having  a cover  over  the  top,  which  will  be  a decided 
improvement  over  the  ordinary  cart. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL: 


A fair  effluent  has  been  maintained  during  the  year. 

The  land  has  been  used  very  freely  to  relieve  the  filters  as 
much  as  possible.  Additional  filters  are  required  to  deal 
effectively  with  the  amount  of  sewage  received  at  the  Sewage 

Disposal  Works. 

The  Council  has  decided  to  instal  additional  new  filters 
and  relay  a portion  of  the  outfall  sewer  and  bring  the  sewage 

works  more  up-to-date. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  & HOUSING  and  TOWN  PLANNING  etc  ACTS: 


During  the  year  19  houses  were  inspected  under  the 
former  and  14  under  the  latter  Act.  Twelve  of  these  houses 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  and  twenty-one  with  defects 

requiring  attention. 

The  Council  have  let  a Contract  for  the  erection  of 
twenty  houses,  and  during  the  year  seven  houses  were  erected 
by  private  enterprise. 


A large  amount  of  information  relating  to  the  Sanitary 
Department  is  given  in  the  Medical  Officer's  Report,  and 
therefore  is  not  repeated  here.
